Quebec; April 11,1855. 
Tho Militia Bill has nt length, after n most 
vigorous opposition, passed tho Assembly by a 
)ar»o Majority, and will doubtlou pass the 
Council and bocome Jaw. In its progress ihro' 
Committee, it was stripped of many of its most 
objectionable features j but is yet sufficiently 
objectionable to stamp it as entirely unworthy 
tiitr approval of a people as peace-loving and 
law-abiding, as Canadians arc. The great ex- 
pense originally contemplated has been very 
much reduced, notwithstanding thero aro yet 
provisions for the distribution of a largo amount 
of patronage, much of which involves (to pay- 
ment of salaries; and that, loo, fur tho perform- 
ance of dutic«, or rather loquucments, not 
hitherto known in this country, and certainly 
never asked for by the people. As the Bill now 
stand it will requiro an annual outlay of $100,- 
000— equal to nearly one-half tho amount hith- 
erto annually appropriated in aid of Common 
Schools. Uellcr would it bo lo add this sum lo 
the school appropriation, thereby afford the 
thousands of uneducated youths of the country 
an opportunity of acquiring the intelligence ne- 
cessary to cnablo ihom to become, not only 
peaceable, but useful citizens.

pendix- composed principally of letters from 
Commercial men and others engaged jn finan- 
cial mattertv imam'mouaJu approving ot tho 
proposed change. These lotlera contain much 
valuable information on the subject, and I hope 
will bo printed' nnd extensively circulated. — 
Several resolutions have been reported, and if
